Referring  to  the  Senate’s  refusal  to 
cut  off  a filibuster  by  opponents  of 
Fortas’s  confirmation,  Johnson  said: 

‘The  action  of  the  Senate,  a body  1 
revere  and  to  which  I devoted  a dozen 
years  of  my  life,  is  historically  and 
constitutionally  tragic.” 

FIRST  TIME 

Supporters  of  the  nomination  said 
Fortas  was  the  first  Supreme  Court 
nominee  to  be  denied  confirmation  by 

a filibuster,  although  the  Senate  has 
refused  to  confirm  about  one-sixth  of 
all  Supreme  Court  nominees. 

Senators  began  immediate 
speculation  whether  Johnson  would 
submit  another  nomination  and  try  to 
win  confirmation  before  Congress 
adjourns,  probably  next  week. 

Another  alternative  would  be  for  the 
President  to  make  a recess 
appointment  after  Congress  adjourns, 
but  Sen.  Philip  A.  Hart,  D-Mich.,  who 
led  the  fight  for  Fortas’s  confirmation, 
said  this  would  be  undesirable. 

Fortas,  in  requesting  withdrawal  of 
his  nomination,  noted  that  the  Senate 
had  refused  to  end  the  filibuster 
against  calling  up  his  nomination  and 
also  that  the  Supreme  Court  will  start  a 
new  term  on  Monday. 

MORE  EFFORTS 

He  said  that  continued  efforts  to 
secure  confirmation,  even  if  eventually 
successful,  “would  result  in  a 
continuation  of  the  attacks  upon  the 
court  which  have  characterized  the 
filibuster-attackswhich  have  been 
sometimes  extreme  and  entirely 
unrelated  to  responsible  criticism.” 

Fortas  said  he  hoped  withdrawal  of 
his  nomination  would  “help  to  put  in 
motion  a process  by  which  there  will 
be  an  end  to  destructive  and  extreme 
asaults  upon  the  court.” 

The  withdrawal  letter  dwelt  on  what 
he  termed  attacks  on  the  court. 

“I  pray  that  we  shall  see,  in  all  of  our 
nation,  renewed  dedication  to  the 
principles  of  fairness  and  justice  and 
moderation,  without  which  our 


Utah’s  Youth  for  Nixon  chairman  blasted  the  decision  of  the  College 
Young  Republicans  to  enter  a three-way  debate  with  representatives  of 
Hubert  Humphrey  and  George  Wallace. 

“The  election  is  between  Nixon  and  Humphrey,  and  the  debate 
should  be,  too,”  said  David  A.  Hall,  chairman  of  the  state-wide  Nixon 
youth  organization.  His  comment  came  as  response  to  Tuesday’s  article 
in  the  DAILY  UNIVERSE  stating  a debate  was  being  sponsored  by  the 
Academics  Office  and  the  UNIVERSE  between  the  three  campus 
parties. 

Hall  enumerated  two  reasons  why  he  did  not  wish  to  see  the  debate 
materialize. 

“All  this  debate  can  do  is  confuse  the  issue,”  he  explained. 
“Adding  publicity  to  Wallace’s  efforts  won’t  bring  him  any  closer  to 


election.  Nixon’s  going  to  win  anyway. 

“Secondly,  Nixon’s  out  front,”  the 
youth  leader  continued.  “He  doesn’t 
need  to  debate  anyone.  The  Nixon 
campaign  should  be  concerned  about 
furthering  Nixon’s  candidacy.  This 
debate  cannot  help  but  detract  from 
that  effort.” 

TO  STAY  ALOOF 

“In  other  words,  the  plan  of  the 
Nixon  camp  is  to  play  it  cool,  to  stay 
calm  and  aloof,”  Hall  stated. 

Hall  was  asked  what  he  would  have 
done  had  the  debate  challenge  been 
directed  to  the  Youth  for  Nixon  rather 
than  the  Young  Republicans. 

“I  would  have  flat  turned  it  down,” 
he  answered.  ‘The  policy  of  the  Youth 
for  Nixon  is  to  ignore  requests  for 
three-way  debates,  or  forums.” 

Hall  stated  he  felt  Nixon  would 
come  out  ahead  in  a three-way  debate, 
but  expressed  the  fear  that  “Wallace 
would  gain  votes  that  would  have 
otherwise  gone  to  Nixon.” 

He  went  on  to  explain  what  he 
would  do  now  if  the  decision  were  his 
to  make. 

‘The  first  thing  I would  do  is  make 
some  arrangement  to  leave  Wallace  out, 
and  have  just  a Nixon  - Humphrey 
debate,”  the  junior  from  Minnesota 


stated.  “If  that  couldn’t  be  done,  I’d 
seriously  consider  cancelling  the  debate 
altogether.” 

WHAT  NOW? 

If  the  debate  is  to  be  held,  Hall  felt 
the  Youth  for  Nixon  would  support 
the  efforts  of  the  team  representing  the 
Republican  nominee.  “I  even  think  I’d 
enjoy  participating  myself,”  he  said. 

‘There  are  many  issues  that  could  be 
discussed,  but  the  most  important  ones 
are  the  ability  to  govern,  the  trust  and 
confidence  our  allies  will  have  in  the 
new  president,  and  law  and  order.” 

The  debate  is  the  result  of  a 
challenge  directed  to  the  Young 
American  Independent  Party  by 
members  of  the  BYU  Forensic 
Association.  In  turning  down  that 
challenge,  the  YAIP  challenged  the 
Young  Republicans  and  Young 
Democrats  to  debate.  That  challenge 
was  accepted,  and  a debate  has  been 
scheduled  for  some  date  in  the  ffuture.

What  It  Means  To 
Be  Poor  ‘Today.’ 


Editor’s  Note; 

Because  the  DAILY  UNIVERSE  has 
received  so  many  comments  about 
George  Putnam’s  article  “What  It 
Means  to  Be  Poor,”  which  was  printed 
last  week,  an  invitation  was  issued  to 
Dr.  Philip'  D.  Thorpe,  part-time  faculty 
member  and  director  of  the  Utah 
County  Community  Action  Program, 
to  express  his  views  on  the  subject: 
“What  It  Means  To  Be  Poor  Today.” 
Although  the  UNIVERSE  does  not 
agree  with  everything  Dr.  Thorpe  says, 
we  do  feel  that  he  makes  some  good 
points.

It  seems  important  to  point  out  that 
there  is  a great  deal  more  to  the 
problem  of  and  cure  for  poverty  today 
than  Mr.  Putnam’s  early  American 
definition  and  over-simplified  solution. 
He  told  it  like  it  was.  ...  I would  like 
to  tell  it  like  it  is. 

Fewer  Americans,  percentage-wise, 
are  poor  today  than  at  any  other  point 
in  our  history.  This  is  largely  due  to 
attitudes  and  efforts  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Putnam.  But,  it  is  disturbing  to  note 
that  despite  our  progress,  15  per  cent 
on  our  population  is  still  living  in 


poverty.  Also,  the  number  of  people 
climbing  from  poverty  has  slowed 
down  in  recent  years;  certain  groups 
have  made  no  economic  advances;  and 
still  others  have  been  losing  ground. 
This  worsening  situation  can  be 
accounted  for  in  part  by  the  following: 

1.  In  the  days  recalled  by  Mr. 
Putnam,  a strong  back  and  a 
willingness  to  work  were  ample 
qualifications  for  employment.  Today, 
however,  technological  advances  have 
created  a scarcity  of  unskilled  jobs. 
This  not  only  reduces  many  to  welfare, 
and  other  indignities,  but  it  deprives 
them  of  the  opportunity  to  obtain 
work  experience  and  money  for 
education  and  training  necessary  to 
ascend  the  economic  ladder. 

2.  It  has  been  amply  demonstrated 
that  discrimination  against  minority 
groups  has  reduced  their  educational 
and  employment  opportunities.  Also, 
it  has  instilled  in  many  of  them  a 
hopelessness  that  has  inhibited  their 
ambition. 

3.  Mr.  Putnam’s  type  of  poor  has 
pretty  well  been  “creamed  off’  and  we 
are  now  faced  with  the  permanent  and 
“hard-core”  poor.  The  permanent  are

THE  GENERATION  GAP 


Drug  Solution  — The  FowHy  Uum 


Today  we  have  the  opportunity  to  expand  our 
knowledge  and  understanding  of  one  of  the  great 
social  problems  of  our  time— the  drug  movement, 
with  its  associated  culture.  Dr.  David  E.  Smith, 
today's  Forum  Speaker,  has  information  and 
experience  vastly  different  from  that  of  the  average 
person  on  our  campus  and  should  provide  an 
interesting  and  challenging  point  of  view. 

Problems  and  difficulties  in  communication  have 
been  cited  as  key  elements  in  the  growth  of  the 
drug-oriented  subculture  generally  lumped  under 
the  title  "hippie”.  Dr.  Smith  has  acknowledged  the 
gap  which  exists  between  younger  and  older 
generations  and  has  some  definite  views  regarding  it. 

Many  people  assume  that  the  problem  involves 
direct  communication  and  have  sought  to  bridge  the 
gap  by  adopting  the  language  and  life  style  of  the 
hippie  culture.  For  many,  this  has  created  further 
difficulties  in  both  communication  and 
understanding  because  much  of  the  hippie 
expression  is  esoteric  in  nature  and  may  take  forms 
which  are  both  varied  and  outwardly  insignificant. 

Those  who  get  closer  to  the  problem  begin  to 
realize  that  the  problem  lies  not  in  the 
communication  of  words  and  ideas,  but  in  the  larger 
and  more  critical  area  of  socialization.  A major 
breakdown  is  apparent  in  our  society's  ability  to 
communicate  social  and  cultural  values  to  its 
emerging  members. 

A society  which  tolerates  divorce  as  the 
inevitable  result  of  fifty  per  cent  of  its  marriages  has 
great  difficulty  transmitting  the  principle  of  family 
solidarity  to  its  young.  Children  of  broken  homes 
seldom  carry  the  idea  that  families  are  adequate 
problem  solving  organizations. 

Children  who  depend  largely  and  often  fully  on 
television  for  their  entertainment  find  their  needs 
for  imaginative  involvement  in  life  frequently 
frustrated.  To  such  minds,  the  bizarre  experiences 
of  the  drug  cult  hold  great  fascination. 

In  a society  where  a doctor  who  stops  at  the 
scene  of  an  accident  may  be  sued  for  administering 
aid,  where  a crowd  walks  quietly  past  a man  being

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beaten  by  thieves,  and  wherein  labor  unions 
jobs  for  even  the  unreliable,  it  is  difficij 
transmit  the  idea  of  involvement  and  responsj 
in  the  lives  of  men. 

A home  where  the  accumulation  of  wj 
goods  has  become  so  important  that  the  childrj 
left  without  supervision^while  both  parents  wda  isi 
a poor  place  to  teach  the  worth  of  a human  bi 
terms  of  love  and  sacrifice. 

Today  many  look  at  the  hippies  and  dro 
(largely  the  products  of  emerging  middle- 
upper-middle  class  homes}  as  a peculiar  freak  ({ii  if. 
times.  Others  see  it  as  a reflection  of  ch; 
American  and  world  values.  They  seem  ttm  iin 
reaching  for  things— love,  involvement,  basic 
skills,  a supreme  imaginative  experience,  an  e' 
from  the  need  to  accumulate  things  at  the  exi 
of  people  and  personalities— yet  most  of  these  t| 
elude  them. 

For  the  poor,  life- is  too  harsh.  They  seek  n] 
embrace  it  but  to  survive  it.  For  many  of  the 
life  is  good  and  fulfilling  and  they  seek  to  imi 
it.  Somehow  it  is  among  much  of  the  middle-l 
upper-middle  class  that  detachment  has  occij 
and  the  young  are  seeking  to  embrace  life 
meaningful  way.  The  problem  appears  in  thetl 
they  find  to  be  meaningful. 

As  we  seek  to  understand  the  hippie  mover 
and  many  of  the  legitimate  comments  it  rr  ^ 
concerning  our  society,  let  us  also  seel  li 
understand  the  ideals  and  principles  that  i 
eliminate  conflicts  and  confusion  in  the  mine  V 
the  next  generation.

The  strike-out  mark  was  set  by 
Sandy  Koufax  of  Los  Angeles,  who 
fanned  15  New  York  Yankees  in  the 
opening  game  of  the  1963  Series. 

The  Cardinals  gave  Gibson  all  the 
runs  he  needed  when  they  scored  three 
times  off  McLain  in  the  fourth.  Mike 
Shannon’s  single  drove  in  one  run  and 
Julian  Javier’s  single  knocked  in  the 
other  two.

The  band  blared  “Hold  That  Tiger” 
and  the  largest  crowd  ever  to  see  a 
game  in  St.  Louis-54, 692-followed 
Gibson’s  attempt  on  the  record. 

When  he  fanned  A1  Kaline  for  his 
15th  in  the  ninth,  the  excited  crowd 
stood  up  and  gave  the  pitcher  an 
ovation. 

That  was  nothing  to  the  cheers  that 
swept  across  jam-packed  Busch 
Stadium  when  Norm  Cash,  after 
fouling  off  three  pitches,  became  the 
record-breaking  16th  victim. 

Somebody  threw  a giant  cannon 
cracker  onto  the  field.

They  shouted 
slogans  and  displayed  banners  in  the 
public  gallery  reading  “Stop  the  War  in 
Vietnam”  and  “Big  Firms  Get  Rich, 
GIs  Die”  before  they  were  removed  by 
U.N.  guards.  There  were  no  injuries  to 
the  guards  or  demonstrators,  a U.S. 
spokesman  said. 

PEACE  HOPES  SHAKEN 

On  the  invasion  of  Czechoslovakia, 
Rusk  declared:  “This  act  has  sent  a 
shock  wave  of  indignation  and 
apprehension  around  the  world,  and 
has  shaken  hopes  for  better  East-West 
relations.” 

“A  world  which  had  begun  to  speak 
of  a thaw  in  the  cold  war  feels  once 
again  a chill  of  apprehension 
concerning  Soviet  purpose,”  he  said.

poor  are  the  other  42  per  cent  who 
include  women  heading  households 
with  an  average  of  three  dependent 
children  each;  those  who  do  work  but 
earn  poverty  wages;  those  looking  for 
work;  and  tho^e  who  are  able  to  work 
but  are  unwilling  to  do  so.  (The 
“unwilling”  number  about  Vz  million  of 
the  30  million  poor.  It  is  they  who  are 
largely  responsible  for  Mr.  Putnam,  and 
many  others,  implying  that  all  poor 
Americans  are  working  less  and 
enjoying  it  more  and  crying  for 
government  handouts  at  the  same 
time.) 

For  the  “hard-core”  poor,  the  hope 
of  eventual  self-sufficiency  is  not  dead. 
However,  most  of  them  will  not  so 
arrive  without  considerable  help,  e.g., 
education,  training,  counseling,  etc., 
from  both  private  and  government 
sources.  I submit  that  this  help  is 
Justifiable  for  at  least  the  following 
reasons: 

1.  It  is  MORALLY  RIGHT:  The 
toleration  of  persistent  poverty  amid 
our  national  affluence  is  morally 
indefensible. 

2.  It  is  SOCIALLY  SOUND:  By 
fighting  poverty  we  are  indirectly 
fighting  almost  all  other  known  social 
problems  such  as  crime,  riots,  drug 
addiction,  illegitimacy,  etc.,  which  all 
occur  more  frequently  among  the 
poor. 

3.  It  is  ECONOMICALLY 
EXPEDIENT:  Every  time  someone  is 
helped  to  raise  himself  from  poverty  he 
is  no  longer  a tax-eater,  but  a 
tax-payer;  the  nation’s  manpower 
resources  are  up-graded,  and  new 
consumer  markets  are  created.
